Not only does this state want to get the tourist 
traffic, but we want better .roads on which to market 
farm produce and get things from the cities to 
the 
farms. It is not uncommon to see fanners going fifty 
or sixty miles to market with loads of tobacco in the 
tobacco section. Fifteen years ago they had to market it 
at the nearest town and accept anything a particular 
buyer wanted to pay. 
Let’s get some roads, get them cheap if we can, but 
get roads.

“The success of the spring crop 
of Irish potatoes depends in a large 
measure upon the quality of seed 
planted,” says F. M. Rolfs, profes­ 
sor of horticulture at Oklahoma A. 
and M. college. “There are all kinds 
of tubers offered for sale as seed 
in the local market at planting 
time. The grower w h o does not give 
the seed question some attention 
will be obliged to accept just what 
the market happens to offer him 
in the spring. 
“The 
progressive 
seed 
potato 
growers of the north are now’ grow­ 
ing their seed stock under the in­ 
spection of disinterested specialists. 
Tubers that pass certain require­ 
ments as to trueness to type and 
freedom from disease are given a 
certificate and are known as certi­ 
fied seed potatoes. Such tubers are 
uniformly good aud superior to the 
ordinary market 
stock, 
provided 
they are properly 
cared 
for 
in 
storage during the venter. The in­ 
spector in most cases is a college 
official and the tags on the con­ 
tainers of the certified stock con­ 
tains his official stamp of inspec­ 
tion. 
“Have your dealer order your 
seed now’ before all the certified 
seed is sold. The Horticultural De­ 
partment of any county agent will 
be glad to furnish the dealers or 
growers with the address of various 
northern growers "who have certi­ 
fied seed for sale.”

Food Supply; Raised in 
Other Countries. 
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(By the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON.— Corn, 
Hie Red 
Man’s gilt to the White Man, has 
come to be the nation’s most im­ 
portant farm crop. Consumed either 
directly of indirectly or in the form 
of meat and other animal products. 
It is the principal source of the 
nations food supply. The 1921 year 
book of the Department of Agri­ 
culture shows just to what extent 
the three billion bushel crop forms 
the basis of the livestock indus­ 
try. Forty percent of the crop is 
fed to swine on farms, 20 percent 
to horses and mules on farms, and 
15 percent to cattle on farms. Only 
ten percent is used direct for hu­ 
man food. 
j 
Corn wras one of the most import­ 
ant gifts America made to the rest 
of the world. The United States 
now produces about three-fourths of 
the wrorld's corn crop. That corn 
also is an important crop in Ar­ 
gentina, Brazil, Mexico and some of 
the southern countries, is showrn in 
the report. 
Weather, insects and plant di­ 
seases have a great deal to do 
with regulating the size of the crop 
in the United States. The estimated 
loss caused by common smut alone 
during the period of 1917-1920 was 
plared at about SO million bushels 
annually. Of insect pests the corn- 
ear worm, where abundant, causes 
a loss of at least 7 percent of the 
grain on the ears attacked. The 
European corn borer also threat­ 
ens to take a heavy toll. 
It is stated that the production 
of the corn crop is financed with 
less borrowred capital than is the 
case with other staple farm crops. 
The reason for this is that the 
farmer’s income is distributed thru- 
out the year more evenly than is 
the case in many other sections,
